“We must take into consideration all 
the’ facts, whether they are pleasing or 
not, without fear or hypocrisy. 

“IT could enter upon a detailed and 
specific criticism of the Peacgs Treaty 
of the Trianon in partitioning #ny coun- 
try, but I will refrain frgm doing so— 
though you can readily believe that it 
is a great temptation for me to do so, 
not only as a Hungarian, but even mo 
sO as a geographer whose business it is 
to deal with territorial and boundery

“But it is not my~intention to plead 
the cause of Hungary. Advocates and 
pleadings will avail little to advance the

‘CAs a Hungarian I have good reason, 
however, to. insist-.wpon knowledge. 
Hungary, though situated in the heart 
‘of Europe, long remained almost. un- 
known .to the outside world.’ Since the 
Middle Ages we have had no diplomacy 
of our own, except that of some of our 
Transylvanian Princes in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. Our politi- 
cians, even the. greatest of them—and 
this I can assert from.my own personal 
experience—failed to appreciate the 
value of international connections even 
in the moments of greatest danger. 


LLOYD GEORGE AWAITS 
DAIL EIREANN SESSION 


Premier in Paris Regards Coming 
Meeting as the Most Important 
Peace Step Yet Taken. 








PARIS, Aug. 9.—Optimism with regard 
to the Irish negotiations was expressed 
today at the headquarters of the British 
delegation to \the Surreme Council. 
Prime Minister Lloyd George regards 
the meeting of the Dail Eireann set for 
next Tuesday at the most important 
step taken thus far in the negotiations, 
it was stated today at the quarters of 
the delegation-in the Hotel Crillon.

He said that 
there was a great deal of doubt as to 
who shoyld have the industrial region 
of Upper Silesia and, generally speak- 
ing, he thought that when there was 
doubt, in such*a case the natign: on the 
side of the. victors should have’ the 
benefit’ of ‘the doubt. against the con- 
quered nation. He said, however, that 
the Entente could not be ‘broken up by 
the Upper Silesian’ question, for that 
would be a tragedy. He was sure that 
England and France ‘could reach an 
agreement, " 

He argued at \length for’ the Polish 
case, saying. that the wishes of the in- 
habitants, geographic conditions and 
economic situations should be consid- 
ered, He argued that the French line 
satisfied these three.conditions ‘‘to a 
fair extent.” On one side the majority 
was/ German and on the other side 
Polish, He thought. the experts had 
been hampered by fear pf offending the 
political tenets of their Governments 
and that under different conditions, as 
those at present obtaining, they might 
be able to present a more acceptable 
conclusion, 

He thought that perhaps too much at- 
tention had ‘been paid to the argument 
that the industrial area could not be 
divided and that perhaps, after all, it 
could. 

M, Briand’s whole speech was mode- 
raie and tendéd certainly toward a set- 
tlement. 

He was followed by Signor Bonomi, 
the Italian Premier, who said that gen- 
erally speaking he thought the British 
point of view ‘the fairer.

Turkish Situation Taken Up. 


Mr. Lloyd George suggested that the 
experts be given more time, and .that 
the discussion on Silesia be adjourned 
until tomorrow.

He 
thought the Council should consider two 
points: First, whether or not the time 
had arrived for allied mediation between 
the Greeks and Turks, and, second, 
what was the definition of neutrality in 
the matter. 

Marshal Foch, called on to outline the 
military situation, said the Turks. and 
Grecks had torces about numerically 
egual, but that' the Greeks were in 
better shape than the Turks because of 
their victories.

“The Russian communists are utiliz- 
ing this breathing speace ta stréengther.

“When we accomplished thé revolu- 
tiom we were calcilating on a world 
revolution completing what we had bé- 
gun;-our historic task is to lay the road 
for the coming world revolution. Now, 
as things are, Soviet Russia is surround- 
ed on all sides by capitalistic Statéa. 


This proceeds from -several causes; 


First, the revolutionary consciousness. of 
the workers, of the whole. world has not 
yet attained the height after which we 
are striving. But on the other hand it is 
strong enough to prevent the bourgeoiale 
trom strangling Soviet Russia. 

‘We must be careful to utilize this, 
breathing space to prepare for revolu~ 
tion in thé capitalistic States, The mare 
powerful the organization of the prole- 
tariat in the leading countries of cayi- 
talism, the more anxiously and. assidu- 
ously must the jrevolution in those coun- 
tries ba prepared. A very, favorable 
factor for thé world revolution is the 
awakening of millions of the masses in 


the colonies and the dependencies, We 


must. therefore organize these giant 
masses, despite their backwardness, and 
impel them oh the path of world revo- 
lution. 
Ali Capitalists Out of Russia. ’ 

‘The class war in Russia has finally 
disposed of the capitalists and landlords. 
The remains of them are gathered in 


groups abroad and incite attacks on the 
Republic of Russia, and in this they are 
supported by the Mensheviki and Social) 
Revolutionaries. Their -strategical dis- 
positions should attract the attention not 
only of Russian .communists, but of all 
communist parties, 

" After the-soclal revolution the Rus- 


sian proletariat. must turn its attention 
to the regulation of relations with the 
peasantry.. There cannot be any ques- 
tion of expropriation. Our long years 
of experiencé show us that the peas- 
antry can subsist only under the leader- 
ship’ of the bourgédisie or of the prole- 
tarfat. The alliance’between the prole- 


tarlat and the peasantry at first was 
military; the peasantry saw that the old 
landowners followed in the wake of the 
White Guards, and the proletariat gave 
the peasants the land and helped 
in the fight against the landlords.

of Pa ty a power to stop abuses the 
people have suffered. in the past.”

JILTED SUITOR DRIVEN

He Wounds Sweetheart After Sis- 
ter Had Given Life in 
Guarding Her.

Sager,.26 years old, a 
tobacco salesman, shot his former sweet- 
heart; Miss- Bernice Hook, 27 ;- killed her 
sister, Miss Pearl Hook, 26, who tried 
to: shield her and’ turned his weapon on 
himself. 

Sager died at the City Hospital. Miss 
Bernice Hook: has‘a chance for.recovery,. 


Her sister died as. she was taken into a 
hospital, two buliets having pierced her 


heart. 

Oneida officials agree: that the rejec- 
tion of Sager as a suitor drove him to 
make deliberate plans for the crime. The 
sisters were on their way to work at 
7:10 o’clock this morning when Sager, 


| driving. a motor truck, halted them. 


Witnesses of the tragedy agree that 
Sager treid to induce the women to ac- 
company ‘him and that when Miss Ber- 
an Bie refused, he aimed his revolver 
at her. . 

As he fired Miss Pearl Hook threw 
herself in front of her sister. She fell 
with two bullets in her heart. Her 
sister fled and. Sager followed her, fir- 
ing. Five bullets struck her, »ut none 
in a vital spot. . 

Three men pursued Sager as he ran 
after seeing his former sweetheart fall 
and as they were about to close in on 
him he shot himself in the heart.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Chairman

© FEDERAL PORECAST 


Prepared Chicago for Drop 
in Crop Prospect. 


CHICAGO, Aug. '9.—A‘ bullish construc 
‘tion ‘was placed on the Government grop 
report which ‘suggests... a total. wheat 
yleld of 757,000,000 bushels, ‘or about 
| 8,000, 000 bushels less nay that indicated 
| by the private returns; 52,000,000 bushels 
less than |the pens estimate as of 
July 1, and: compared with 787,000,000 
bushels harvested last year. .The Spring 
wheat crop of 213,000, bushels, while 
somewhat higher than ‘the ‘private esti- 
mates, was 22, bushels less than 
on July 1 and 406,000,000 bushels more 
than last’ year; but when threshing re- 
turns are received the trade expects to 
seé a still lower: figure. 

The report on corn was somewhat less 
than the private estimates, and of oats 
around 50,000,000 bushels higher; but. the 
trade construes them as about a stand- 
off, ‘and, expects that the action of the 
coarse grain markets’ will’ be. governed 
to a great extent by that of wheat, as 
has been’ the ‘case -for so days. 

Evenin ha for the Government report, 
combined with. buying by Rohwer 
and Seaboard connections, made a high- 
er wheat market, with the close at net 
gains’ of 1% cents, the finish being with- 
in 4 to % a cent of the top. At no time 
were prices as low as the previous Close, 
and sentjment was bullish, with some 
of the leading houses expecting a ‘good 
advance from the prevailing level’ and 
calling ‘attention to the fact that ¢ oh 
wheat has advanced faster than/the 
ture, No. 2 red sselling at half a cant 
over the September and No. 2 hard at 
1 to 2 cents over. 

The trade is paying very little atten- 
tion tothe cables regarding the Russian 
situation. A private cable from London 
codes indicated that little wheat would 

be used for relief work, and that ship- 
ments would be of rye and cheaper feed- 

‘ng stuffs, but that everything depended 
on the decision of the Paris conference: 
James R. Stewart; President. of the 
Banner Grain,Company of Minneapolis. 
who. was here today, said he“expected 
to see a liberal movement of new wheat, 
but that it would take farmers: two 
years to secure sufficient money to get 
hoon out of debt and start to buy 
realy, 

Short covering ‘was the main factor in 
making an advance in coarse , grains, 
combined with the strength in wheat.’

Life Insurance Com- 
pany, the Guaranty Trust Company, the 
Cunard Line offices, the Review “ot Re- 
views Company and the department 
stores of B. Altman &/Co., John-Wana- 
maker and James McCreery & Co. 

Arthur H. Pitney of Cos Cob, €onn., 
has been working on the machine for 
about fourteen years. _He obtajned his 
last patent on June 21, 1921,. Combin- 
ing with the Universal Stamping Ma- 
chine Company &f Stamford, Conn., 
manufacturer of stamp cancellation 
machinery fur’ the Post.Office Depart- 
ment, he formed the fog. -Bowes Post- 
age MeteF Company f e manufacture 
and rental of the new stamp stating 
machinery. 

Congressional legislation has now 
authorized the use of such machinery for 
the elimination of stamps printed and 
sold at high expense and, with the aid of 
the Post Office Department, the com- 
pany has proceeded with the installation 
of the machines in business houses using 
tens of thousands of stamps g day. The 
machines are not sold; but af® leased to 
users of posiage. The apparatus com- 
prises an electrically-operated stamp 
printing device'’which cannot be run 
until after the. operator has inserted a 
meter machine that is set vy the Post 
Office authorities andr then locked and 
double-sealed. Printed on each envelope 
is the name of the office and time of 
mailing, as in the old stamp-canceling 


machines, and the equivalent ofa post- 
age stam 


the regular paper stamp and constitutes 


the head: off Washington, the 2-cent 
stamp contains mereiy these words 
across the face: ‘'U. S. Postage. Paid 
2 Cents.”’ An additional device, which 
may be operated separately, seals letters 
fed into the machine, and the use of 
this requires that the open flap of the 
envelope be at the bottom fnstead of at 
the t6p of the envelope, as ordinarily. 
Both the stamp printing machinery and 
the sealing apparatus may be worked 
together hy an electric motor of one- 
fourth horse power, attached to an ordi- 
nary light socket. 

In pucrhasing postage the lessee of 
the machine carries his dial or meter 


employe sets the meter for the amougt 
of postage desired and takes the money 
in advance.

In the business‘house the handl of 
postage stamps and the process of 
ing them to letters is eliminated.
